Demanding that Mrs. Justice pay 
for her crime with her life, Assistant 
Solicitor Stephens supported his con- 
tention for the extreme penalty with! 
the Biblical quotation, “Ior he shall 
| have judgment without mercy who 
hath shown no mercy.” | 

He expressed surprise that there 
hadsbeen no word of regret from Mrs. 
Jusfice over the killing. 

Mr. Stephens reviewed the evidence, 
emphasizing that part of the testimony | 
purpor*.ig to show that Mrs, Justice | 
had threatened on several 
to kil] Turner. 

Ascribing the tragedy to “the green- 
eyed monster,’ Solicitor Boykin fol- 
lowed his assistant with a strong ap- 
peal for & verdict of guilty. He re- 
called an occasion when he had asked 
the jury in a murder trial to recom- | 
mend mercy for a woman defendant, | 
but declared he never expected to make | 
such a recommendation again. 

Up to the Jury. 

He declared that “there is no court 
without a jury which has the back- 
bone with which to enforce the law,” | 
and reminded the jurors that the mat- | 
ter of law enforcement was squarely | 
up to them. 

He characterized the slaying as “a! 
wilful murder without justification.” | 

In the closing argument of the trial, 
Attorney Holloway maintained that | 
Mrs. Justice was justtiied in slaying | 
Turner to prevent her sister from 
falling victim to his designs. He re- | 
viewed the evidence in a comprehen-.' 
sive manner, and in support of his | 
contention that Mrs. Justice had been | 
within her rights he quoted decisions |

tions. There should be no ground for 
the impression that a London con- 
ference, if called, should have’ any 
such aim, or that resistance to the 
fulfillment of Germany's obligations | 
has any support. It should be evi- 
dent that in an effort to obtain the 
ends in view regard must. be had te 
Germany's capacity to pay and to the | 
fundamental condition of Germany’s | 
rehabilitation, without which repara 
tion payment is impossible. 
Not Be Binding. 

“Secondly—Such conference should 
be advisory; not for the purpose of 
hinding governments who would nat- 
urally be unwillingly to pledge their 


acceptance in advance, but to aSSUrE gerd Difficulties in 
ar 


appropriate recommendations hy a 
thoroughly informed and impartial 
body intent upon solving the difficult 
pending problems upon their merits. 

“Thirdly—The secretary of state 
notes the observation in the commu- 
nication of his majesty’s government 
that the European problem is of di- 
rect and vital interest to the United 
States ‘if, for no other reason, be- 
eanse the question of the inter-allied 
debt is involved therein.’ The gov- 
ernment of the United States has con- 
istently maintained the. essential dif- 
ference between the questions of Ger- 
manys capacity to pay and of the 
practicability of methods to secure 
reparation payments from Germany, 
endl payment by the allies of their 
debts to the United States, which con- 
stitute distinet obligations. 

Germany Not Involved. 

“In the statement of the secretary 

of state to which his maiesty’s gov- 


ter is plain enough from our stand- 
point. Germanv’s capacity to pay is 
not at all affected by anv indebted- 
ness of any, or all the allies to us. 
That indebtedness dots not diminish 
Germany's capacity, and its removal 
would not increase her capacity. For 
example, if France had been able to 
finance her part in the war without 
borrowing at all from us, that is, by 
taxation and internal loans, the prob- 
lem of what Germany could pay 
would he exactly the same. More- 
so far as the debtors to the 
States are coficerned, they

“Potential Murderers.” 


Denver, Colo., October 25.—]pdge 
Ben B. Lindsey is going to lay down 
the law to the physicians: he claims 
are cutting Denver's birth-rate, in 
half by their illegal operations to pre- 
vent child-birth. 

He is going to tell them to use 
more discrimination. 

The famous juvenile court jurist an- 
nounced Thursday night that he 
would call a conference of these phy- 
sicians, both men and women, whom 
he know to have violated the laws 
against abortions. 

“I will tell them that if they are 
not more discriminating 
compelled to help prosecute them on 
murder charges,” Lindsey — declared. 
“I will ask their cooperation in ob- 
taining more adequate mothers’ com- 
pensation laws. ; 

‘Most girls who confide in me are 
opposed to illegal operations, but are 
short of money and friends. If they 
can know that they will get adequate 
mothers’ compensation for themselves 
and their babies, all will be well and 
we will bave a thousand more babies 
born in Denver every year, and two 
thousand more potential ss murderers 
turned into good citizens.

New York, October 25.—There is no 
reason to fear a serious financial or 
eommercial disturbance in the next 
few months if business men will do 
their part and cooperate with 
president, Elbert H. Gary, of 
United States Stee) corporation 
president of the American Iron 
Steel Institute declared in an 
dress before the institute today. 

“There are many reasons for von- 
fidence in the economic future of this 
country,” he said. “This calendar 


year the iron and ateel industry wil! 
show a considerable profit. In some 
lines the demand for immediate con- 
sumption has been and still is in ex- 
cess of the ability supply.” 

He said the character and inten- 
tions of President Harding had been 
registered early in his administration. 
He asserted that his principles and in- 
nermost thoughts were expressed in 
his speeches and letters. 

“And it may be assumed,” he added, 
“thet President Coolidge will be gov- 
erned the same motives as those 
which have actuated an honorable 
and useful life. Consequently the 
prosperity of this country will appar- 
ently have cordial, appropriate and 
effective assistance from the national 
ee gga limited only by the estab- 
ished rules and principles and the 
general welfare of the people.” 

He congratulated the institute for 
the abolition of the 12-hour day in 
the iron and steel industry. 

The war, he said, was the most ma- 
terial force in delaying the eight hour 
day but added that as soon as the war 
ended the industry took.up the. fight 
again and now had met with practical 
success. He paid a tribute to former 
President Harding as the man whose 
words did more to bring the eight-hour 
day into the steel industry than any- 
thing else, 

“We pledged our cooperation with 
the president,” Mr. Gary said, “to 
eliminate the 12-hour day {fn our in- 
dustry as soon as it should be prac- 
ticable. 

“Gentlemen, that picdge has never 
been violated nor neglected nor its 
fulfilment unnecessarily postponed. 
Everyone familiar with all the facts 
will testify to the good faith and 
earnest endeavor of the industry.” 

The moderate recessions in the 
volume of business which ocurred 
while the industry was considering 
wa; and means of carrying into exe- 
cution its plans to abolish the long 
working days released a large number 
of workmen and permitted consumma- 
tion of the change much sooner than 
svould otherwise have been possible, he
